Tii-.u:.Sik:  1  desire  you  to  procure  for  me 
and  send  liy  mail,  a  Texas  almanac.  .Six 
months  since,  I  felt  perfectly  willing  to  re- 
main in  South  Carolina;  but  1  can  remain 
here  no  longer.  Ai  the  election  ol  Lincoln 
we  all  felt  that  wemust  resist.  In  this  move 
I  placed  myself  amongst  the  foremost,  arid 
am  yet  determined  to  resist  him  to  the  bit- 
ter end.  I  had  my  mi.ogivings  at  first  of  the 
idea  of  separate  secession,  but  thought  it 
would  be  but  for  a  short  time,  and  at  small  cost. 
Ill  this  matter,  together  with  thou.sands  of 
other  Carolinians,  we  have  been  mistaken. 
l'3vervthing  is  in  the  wildest  commotion. 
Mv  bottom  land  on  Long  Cane,  for  which  1 
co'uhl  have  gotten  per  acre,  I  now  can- 
not .sell  at  any  price.  All  our  young  men 
nearly  arc  in  and  aroundCharleston.  Thither 
wc  liavc  sent  many  hundreds  of  our  negroes 
(I  have  sent  twenty)  to  work.  Crops  were 
very  short  last  year,"  and  it  does  now  seem 
lha't  nothing  w"ill  be  planted  this  coiiiing 
season.  All  arc  excitcil  to  the  liigliest  pitch, 
tmd  not  a  thought  of  the  future  is  taken. 
Messengers  are  running  herf  and  there,  with 
and  without  the  (Jovernor'-s  orders.  We 
have  no  money. 

A  forced  tax  is  levied  upon  everj-  man.  I 
have  furnished  tlic  lastsurplus dollar  I  iiave. 
i  had  about  lf'JT,0(KI  in  bank.  At  first  i 
gave  a  check  for  ten  thousand,  then  five 
iliousiind,  then  the  remainder.  It  is  now 
estimated  that  we  are  spending  !?2j,lNI0  per 
day,  and  no  prospect  of  getting  oyer  these 
times.  It  was  our  full  understanding  when 
wc  went  out  of  the  Union,  that  wc  would 
iiave  a  new  (iovernment  of  all  the  .southern 
States.  Our  object  was  to  bring  about  a  col- 
lision with  the  authorities  at  Washington, 
which  all  thought  would  make  all  join  us. 
.\lthotigh  we  have  sought  such  collision  ]d\ 
every  way,  we  have  not  yet  got  a  fight,  and 
the  prospect  is  very  distant. 

1  want  the  almanac,  in  order  to  see  from 
it  wliaf  part  of  Texas  may  suit  me.  I  want 
to  raise  cotton  principally,  but  must  rai.ie 
corn  to  do  me.  1  will  neeil  about  a  lliou- 
saiid  acres  of  good  land.  My  lorce  is  in- 
creasing: many  young  negroes  are  coming 
on.  I  can  send  to  the  field  about  sixty-five, 
big  and  little.  I  shall  make  no  crop  here 
this  year.  I  shall  start  my  negroes  from 
here  to  .John  Brownlee,  at  .Shreveport, about 
the  1st  of  .\].ril.  I  will  leave  my  lands  here 
to  grow  up  in  pines.  When  we  all  get  to 
.Shrevcport.  John  Brownlee  says  lie  will  go 
with  incall  over  Texas.  I  cannot  live  here, 
and  must  get  away.  Many  are  leaving  now ; 
at  least  lO.IMJO  negroes  liave  left  already, 
and  before  long  one-third  of  the  wealth  of 
South  Carolina  will  be  in  the  West.  1  de- 
sire vou  to  look  around  and  help  me  get  a 
home.  As  ever,  vours,

SouTHKBS-  lti(;HTS  Meeti.no. — W'c  are  requested 
to  stale  that  there  will  be  a  meeting  of  the  citi- 
lens  ()f  Franklin  coimly,  in  favor  of  Southern 
Rights,  and  i»jiposed  to  coercion,  held  at  the  court 
house,  on  Monday  next,  at  2  o'clock  P.  M. 

Now  we  don't  know  a  man  in  this  county 
who  is  not  "in  favor  of  .Southern  Rights  and 
oppose<l  to  coercion,"  yet  no  Douglas  or  Bell 
man  had  anything  to  do  in  getting  up  the 
proposed  meeting. 

It  is  probably  an  offspring  of  the  rattle- 
snal.e  club,  and  is  designed  to  give  aid  and 
comfort  to  the  disunionists  who  propose  to 
precipitate  thetiiselvcs  upon  this  city  on  the 
'20lh.  Let  every  good  citizen,  every  lover  o' 
the  Union  and  his  country,  attend  this  South- 
ern Rights  meeting,  and  see  that  the  senti- 
ment of  the  loyal  people  of  Franklin  coun- 
ty is  not  misrepresented. 

The  Plotters. 

The  six  astute  wire  pullers  who  called  the 
convention  to  meet  here  on  the  2Uth  and 
"instruct  the  Legislature,"  probably  took 
their  cue  from  a  "  precipitation  "  plot  in  Mis- 
souri. In  that  Slate  the  disunionists,  alter 
Iiaving  been  ignoininioualy  defeated  at  the 
polls,  contrived  a  splendid  little  scheme  for 
"  taking  Missouri  out,"  which  scheme  was 
exjK)sed  by  Col.  Bogy.  No  doubt  the  six 
guardians  of  "  the  interest  and  honor 
of  Kentucky "  liave  modeled  their  nice 
little  arrangement  after  the  Misisouri  plot. 
It  will,  in  all  probability,  share  the  same 
iate. 

We  hope  the  Legislature  which  is  to  as- 
semble here  on  the  20ih  will  take  some 
measures,  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  to 
vindicate  itself  from  the  slander  implied 
by  the  call  of  the  pedagogue  convention.  It 
is  high  time  that  a  respectabje  deliberative 
body  should  awake  to  a  sense  of  its  own  dig- 
nity and  u  vindication  of  its  own  honor, 
when  the  intimation  is  thrown  out  that  a 
lew  ilisutiionists  can  assemble  here  by  con- 
cert anil  iiiHuence  its  actions.  How  is  the 
change  to  be  brought  about  ?  Is  it  by  bribery, 
or  biillyism,  or  simply  by  the  persuasive 
eloquence  of  the  few  fillibusterhig  politicians 
who  have  "  the  interest  and  honor  of  Ken- 
tucky "  so  much  at  heart  ?  That  most  ridic- 
ulous call  for  the  proposed  most  ridiculous 
convention,  is  of  itself  a  gross  insult  to  the 
patriotism  or  intelligence  of  the  members 
composing  the  Legislature.  It  is  in  effect 
saying : 

"  We  can  by  our  personal  popularity  turn 
this  ignorant  body  over  to  our  views.  All 
we  have  to  do  is  take  them  by  the  button 
and  ask  them  to  drink ;  or  ut  most  to  oy.ster 
and  wine  them  once  or  twice.  Or  we  can  bv 
our  eloquent  tongues  and  pleasing  address 
George  Sanders  them  into  anything  we  like. 
If  these  measures  fail,  we  will  frighten  them 
by  charging  them  witli  abolitionism.  That 
will  be  sure  to  fetch  them." 

Ifsuchisnot  the  design  of  tliis  conven- 
tion then  what  is  it  ?  We  suppose  that  no 
one  will  pretend  that  a  promiscuous  mob  of 
lanatics,  gathered  at  random,  can  tell  a  rep 
resciitalive  anything  about  the  .sentiment  of 
his  constituents.  With  all  the  brazen  assur- 
ances and  disgusting  egotism  of  the  self-ap- 
pointed guardians  ot  the  "  interest  and  honor 
of  Kentucky,"  we  don't  suppose  thattheirim- 
pudence  would  take  them  quite  that  far- 
Since  the  Legislature  adjourned  in  February, 
each  member  has  spent  forty  days  in  his 
county,  in  free  intercourse  with  his  neigh- 
bors and  con^jtituents.  Who  can  know  bet 
ter  about  the  sentiments  of  the  diffierent 
counties  than  their  respective  re])rescnta 
lives?  Who  but  a  disunion  fanatic  would 
assume  to  know  more? 

We  repeat,  that  the  call  of  this  Yancey 
convention  is  not  only  an  insult  to  the  Leg- 
islature, but  an  outrage  upon  the  rights  of 
every  good  citizen  of  Kentucky. 


li^If  the  disunionists  of  Louisville  or  of 
this  place  desire  to  call  a  little  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  raving  and  ranting,  let  them 
call  a  meeting  of  disunionists,  and  let  then 
rave  and  rant  to  their  heart's  content.  But 
when  they  call  conventions  of  "all  in  favor 
of  Southern  Rights,"  they  must  expect  to  find 
their  disunion  projects  in  bad  odor,  and  ought 
not  to  cry  if  they  are  voted  down,  as  they 
were  in  Louisville.

Kes-tuckv  vs.  Ohio.— The  Supreme  Court, 
the  dispatches  state,  Thursday  decided  ad- 
versely to  Kentucky  in  the  Lago  case. 


South  Carolina  i.s  portrayed  as  a  representn 
live  of  the  Cavaliers  and  New  England  of 
the  Roundheads.    The    Roundheads  were 
fanatical  and  wrong-headed  enough  in  all 
conscience,  but  were  too  much  attached  to 
their  own  freedom  to  put  it  in  peril,  like 
their  descendants,  on  account  of  the  freedom 
of  anybody  else.    They   had  no  scruples 
about  enslaving  others,  however  little  they 
liked  a  yoke  upon  their  own  necks.    It  is 
true  New  England  was  settled  by  Puritans, 
but  they  were  as  practical  as  they  were  pious 
in  everything  that  concerned  their  own  in- 
terests.   Moreover,  there  was  one  Cavalier 
settlement  at  leas.t  in  New  England,  and,  at 
an  early  period  in  its  history,  the  Episcopal 
Church,  which  has  always  been  conservative 
and  liberal,  look  strong  root  in  the  soil 
where  it  had  been  originally  denounced  awl 
persecuted.    The  first  Bishop  in  this  country, 
and  the  connecting  link  between  the  Episco- 
pal Church  in  America  and  England,  was 
the  venerable  .Scabury,  Bishop  ol  Connecti- 
cut.   If  we  look  for  sections  which  repre- 
sent the  Cavalier  element  unmixed,  we  find 
them  in  portions  of  Maryland  and  Virginia. 
But  it  is  not  the  predominating  element 
even  there,  for  the  whole  of  Western  Vir- 
ginia, which  constitutes  the  largest  portion 
of  that  State  in  territory  and  population,  is 
made  up  of  the  descendants  of  emigrants 
from  the  north  of  Ireland,  commonly  desig- 
nated Scotch-Irish,  and  of  Ciermans,  who  oc- 
cupy the   famous  Tenth  Legion  District. 
The  Scotch-Irish  and  the  Germans  are  re- 
markable for  their  industrious  and  thrifty 
habits,  and  their  plain,  practical  cast  of  mind. 
The  population  of  South  Carolina  is  proba- 
bly even  more  mixed  than  that  of  either  of 
the  .States  we  have  mentioned.    The  origi 
nal  charter  of  that  colony  guaranteed  liber- 
ty of  conscience,  and  in  the  language  of  her 
most  popular  historian,  William '  Gilinore 
Simms,  "Roundheads  and  Cavaliers  alike 
sought  refuge  there."    It  was  for  a  long 
time  a  pet  province,  and  attracted  a  large 
and  most   heterogeneous .  emigration.  In 
1074,  when  the  English  conquered  Nova 
Belgia.  now  New  York,  many  of  the  Dutch 
inhabitants  of  that  city  fled  to  .South  Caro- 
lina and  settled  in  various  parts  of  the  State, 
being  afterwards  joined  by  greater  numbers 
of  their  countrymen  from  Europe.    In  1079 
there  was  a  considerable  immigration  of 
French  Protestants,  and  this  number  was 
much  swelled  a  lew  years  afterwards  by  the 
Huguenots,  who  had  been  deprived,  by  tlie 
revocation  of  the  edict  of  Nanlz,  of  their 
securities  of  life,  liberty  and  fortune.  Even 
New  England  contributed  to  the  population 
of  the  infant  colony,  for  in  1696  a  colony  of 
Coiigregationalists  Ironi  Dorchester,  MasBa- 
chusetts,  founded  a  town  at  the  head  of  .'Nsh- 
land  river,  which  became  a  place  of  some 
importance  and  considerable  trade,  but  is 
now  deserted.     The  constant  commotions 
between  the  Cavaliers  and  Puritans  in  Eng- 
land whicli  followed  the  Restoration  induced 
Charles  the  Second,  in  order  to  prevent  open 
strife  between  the  parties,  to  encourage  emi- 
gration.   Grants  of  land  in  Carolina  lured 
numbers    of  turbulent    Roundheads  fronj 
their  native  land,  and  the  roystering  Caval- 
iers, who  bad  exhausted  their  exchequers  in 
the  old  country,  found  means  of  recupera- 
tion in  the  attractive  colony  of  Carolina. 
Emigrants  followed  trom  .Switzerland,  Ger- 
many anil  Holland.    In  the  «  ords  of  a  beau- 
tiful and  truthful  writer,  "  the  Santee,.thc 
Congaree,  the  Wateree,  and  Edisto  listened 
to  the  strange  voices  of  several  nation*,  who- 
in  the  old  world,  had  scarcely  known  each 
other,  except  asjfoes.    These,  for  a  while, 
mingled   harmoniously   with   the  natives. 
The  French  Huguenot  and  the  German  Pal- 
atine smoked  their  pipes  in  amity  with  the 
Wcste  and  the  Serottee,  and  the  tastes  and 
habits  of  the  Seine  and  the  Rhine  became 
familiar  to  the  wonduringcyes  of  the  fearless 
warrior  along  the  Congaree.    It  was  not 
long  before  a  French  violinist  had  opened  a 
school  lor  dancing  among  the  red  men  oo 
the  Santee  river  I  " 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  tlic  poetry  and 
romance  which  delight  to  picture  the  Caro- 
lina population  of  the  present  day  as  dash- 
ing Cavaliers  is  all  moonshine.  They  are 
as  brave  as  any  Cavaliers  that  ever  lived, 
but  belong  to  a  much  more  prosaic  race,  a 
race  which  is  made  up,  as  we  have  seen,  of 
the  blood  of  all  nations.  It  is  no  less  strange 
than  true  that  some  of  the  hot  secession 
cities  have  within  their  borders  a  preponder- 
ating element  of  New  Englanders  in  the  im- 
portant deptirtmentsof  trade  and  commerce, 
and  so  strong  is  this  infusion  that  .Savannah 
tnightbe  named  New  Boston,  and  New  Or- 
leans New  Hartford  without  disparagement 
to  the  birth-place  of  the  leading  citizens 
and  the  commercial  influences  by  which  they 
are  controlled.  If  any  Roundhead  in  New 
England  can  beat  these  southern  "Cavaliers" 
Ironi  Nantucket,  and  "Children  of  the  Sun," 
born  on  Cape  Cod,  in  driving  a  close  bargain, 
lie  ought  at  once  to  migrate  to  the  .South 
und  no  longer  hide  bis  light  under  a  bushel. 
Even  in  Old  England  the  Cavaliers  have 
long  since  taken  to  business  like  sensible 
men.

Three  groans  for  the  subniis- 
sionisls  were  groaned.  A  hurrah  for  Jeff,  Davis 
was  given  by  a  small  portion  of  the  crowd.  Cheers 
for  the  South,  for  tlic  Union,  for  Davis,  for  tho 
Pelican  flag,  for  South  Carolina,  and  for  a  thou- 
sand other  things,  were  given  consecutively,  to- 
gether, and  inextricabl.v  mingled  in  a  general  riot. 

At  this  juncture  a  furious  fight  begar.  in  the 
body  of  the  hall,  and  the  crowd  began  pouring  out 
of  the  hall  in  very  promiscuous  manner.

The  intense  iixcite- 
ment  continued  henceforw.-ird  without  interrup- 
tion, varied  by  au  occasional  light.  The  hall  had 
lost  a  full  quarter  of  its  contents  tiy  this  time, 
when  Mr.  Hunt  again  attempted  to  read  the  reso- 
lutions. At  this  moment  an  .■\merican  flag  was 
brought  in,  u  purl  of  the  crowd  lustily  cheering  it. 

It  was  llirown  down  once,  but  in  a  mement  it 
made  its  reappearance,  and  after  that,  flag  after 
flag  was  brought  in  ;  the  cheers  for  the  various 
cnsignia  of  party  in  the  meantime  making  the 
solid  builtling  tremble.  We  have  seen  tumults, 
riots,  and  disturbances  of  all  sorts,  but  we  never 
witnessed  such  a  scene  as  that  at  the  court  house 
last  night.  It  beggars  description.  The  seces- 
sionists were  in  a  large  minority,  but  no  excuse 
hardly  justifies  the  act  of  disturbing  the  meeting. 

The  disunionists  were  awful  mad,  but  it  is 
evident  that  they  brought  the  riot  on  them- 
selves, by  threats  of  "bloodshed"  if  any 
L'nion  man  ajiproached  the  stand.  They 
called  another  meeting  for  Saturday  after- 
noon. Mr.  Outhrie  was  advertised  to  speak 
at  the  court  house  on  Saturday  night.
